The area imder crops in 1875, compared with 1874, (including cereals, green crops, i„c„ascor 
flax raoe and meadow and clover) showed an increase of 63,809 acres ; grass (exclusive too m 
ormSr^d otrr) decreased' ^ 63.093 acres; faUow 1,238 -es ; and woods -deo 
and plantations by 3,603 acres ; bog and waste increased by 4,125 acres. _

ThTvariations in the crops of 1875, compared with 1874 , were an increase m cereals 
green erS vetches, rape, and flax, of 25,812 acres.

From the foregoing Table it -appears that in 1875 — 36*0 acres in every 100 were 
under cereals ; 25'3 under potatoes, turnips, and other green crops ; 1‘9 under flax; 36‘4 
under meadow and clover, and 0'4 under vetches and rape. 



The extent of land under grass in 1875 [exclusive of ike acreage under meadow and clover) 
was 10,409,329 acres, or 51‘2 in every 100 acres of 'the entire country. The relative 
proportions under grass in the Provinces were — ^in Munster 57‘4 per cent. in'1875, and 
57*7 in 1874 ; Leinster had 54'3 per cent, in 1875, and 54*5 in 1874 ; Connaught 49’6 
in 1875, and 50'2 in 1874 j and Ulster 42 '8 acres in every 100 in 1875, and 43'0 in 
1874. 

Of the counties — Meath, Limerick, 'V\’’estmeath, and Clare had above 60 acres in every 
100 of their entire area under grass. Kilkenny, Fermanagh, Roscommon, Tipperary 
(North Riding), Leitrim, Cork (West Riding), Tipperary (South Riding), Kerry, and 
Cork (East Riding), had above 55 and under 60 acres in every 100 occupied as grazing 
land. Kildare, Antrim, 'Wicklow, Waterford, Galway, Cavan, Carlow, Sligo, Queen’s, 
and Wexford, had from 50 to 55 per cent, of their entire area under grass. Longford, 
King’s, Dublin, Londonderry, and Monaghan, had above 40 and under 50; and Tyrone, 
Mayo, Louth, Armagh, Down, and Donegal had from 33 to 39 acres in every 100 under 
grazing land. 

The area of each county, and the extent and per-centage under grass in 1875, are 
given in the succeeding table — the counties being arranged in the order of .the largest 
proportion under pasture.

According to the returns for 1875, the number of seprate holdings -was 585,483, being j 
204 less than in the previous year. The holdings which decreased were— those “above . 
1 and not e,vceeding 5 acres” by 927 ; “ above 5 and not exceeding 15 acres” by 491 ; 

“ above 15 and not exceeding 30 acres” by 287 ; and “ above 200 and not exceeding 
600 acres” by 28. The holdings w'hich increased srere — those “ not exceeding 1 acre’ 
by 1,192; “ above 30 and not exceeding 60 acres” by2; “ above 60 and not exceeding 
100 acres” by 233; “above 100 and not exceeding 200 acres” by 70; and those 
“ above 500 acres ” by 32.

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As in many instances landholders occupy more than one farm, it has been considered Number of 
desirable to ascertain the numh&r of persons having more than one holding; a Form 
was therefore prepared, in which the Enumerator was required to enter the name of 
every landholder who had two or more farms, together with the area of each holding, 
and the locality in which it was situated.* The numbers are given in Table IV. by 
counties and provinces. On comparing the results in this table with the figures in the 
preceding one (page '6), it appears that in 1875 , there were 585,488 holdings in the 
hands of 533,825 occupiers.

The number of farms ‘'above 1 and not exceeding 5 acres” diminished considerably 
between 1841 and 1875. In Leinster the decrease was 597 per cent.; in Munster 80-3; 
in Ulster 78*4; in Connaught 84‘fi ; and in all Ireland 777 per cent. 

In the same period farms “ above 5 and not exceeding 15 acres” also diminished in 
number; the decrease was — in Leinster 41‘9; in Munster 68‘2; in Ulster 28'5 per cent.; 
they increased in Connaught 87 per cent.; the decrease in all Ireland was 34'0 per cent. 

Farms “above 15 and not exceeding 30 acres ” increased 11 ‘5 per cent, in Leinster; 
124'1 in Ulster; and 464-5 in Connaught. They decreased 8'7 per cent, in Munster; 
and in all Ireland increased 73-5 per cent. 

Farms “ above 30 acres ” increased 120‘9 per cent, in Leinster; 240‘8 in Munster; 
333-5 in Ulster; 404*6 in Connaught ; and in all Ireland 229*7 per cent. 

The total number of farms “ above 1 acre” deci'eased between 1841 and 1875 by 18*7 
per cent, in Leinster; 31*2 in Munster; 19*0 in Ulster; and 23'1 per cent, in 
Connaught. 

The total number of holdings in Ireland “above 1 acre” was 691,202 in 1841, 570,338 
in 1851, and 534,024 in 1875, showing a decrease of 157,178 or 22'7 per cent, in the 
period between 1841 and 1875.

Lire Stock. 

At the period of enumeration in 1875, the total number of horses was 526,352, being . 
a decrease of 235 as compared with 1874.. There was an increase of 8,413 in the 
number “under two years, and a decrease of 8,648 in those “two years old and 
upwards.” The mules were 21,767, being 982 more than in 1874. Asses amounted 
to 180,355, being a decrease on the previous year of 75. Cattle decreased by 
9 468 • in those under two years ” there was a decrease of 88,490, while those “ two 
rears old and upwards” increased by 79,022. Sheep amounted to 4,254,027, showing a 
decrease of 187,671 ; of this number 107,917 were “ one year old and upwards,” and 
79 754 “under one year.” Pigs were returned as 1,252,056, being an increase of 
152 870 when compared with 1874 ; those “ one year old and upwards ” increased by 
19 354 and “under one year” by 133,516. Goats numbered 270,691, being 13,938 
iriore than in 1874. The number of poultry was 12,139,138, being an increase on 
the previous year of 70,763. ‘ .
